What Is the secondary education situation in tr.e southern half of the Re- 
public to*ay? In 1946, there were 385 high echools, but in 194? that number 
was reduced to 376, and in 1948 the number was a little increased, bringing the 
total number of nigh echools in South Korea to 428. 

In 1948, 174, 042 boys and girls graduated from the elementary grades in 
South Korea, of which only 34,840 or 31.5 percent were admitted to high school, 
according to the Korean Economic Be? lev , 1948. The following figures offer a 
picture of secondary education opportunities "both in Pyongyang and Seoul:
